Meanwhile, our course of action seems to have 
been such as to square with the American con- 
science and American common sense, and we 
trust it is evidence that our government has 
resolved to carry out a consistent and energetic 
policy in Central America and in Mexico, first for 
the enforcement of the rights and the protection 
of the lives of our nationals and second for the 
discouragement of futile broils and revolutionary 
experiments. 


WHAT NOT TO DO WITH 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


A dispatch from Seattle purports to summarize 
the recommendations of Mr. Carmi Thompson, ‘who 
has been investigating Philippime conditions as a 
special emissary of the President. It is to be 
hoped the reported summary is neither authentic 
nor even approximately accurate. 

It is-in fact incredible that, with the history of 
our Philippine policy and administration in his 
mind, Mr. Thompson could come to the conclu- 
sions ascribed to him, for example, in No. 5, “ Com- 
plete intergal autonomy, with an elective Filipino 
governor general, but with foreign relations con- 
trolled by the United States, within not more than 
ten or fifteen years, providing codperation between 
the executive and legislature shall have been re- 
stored,” and No. 6, “No ‘backward step’ mean-. 
while with respect to local autonomy, specifically 
no increase in the governor general’s powers, un- 
less future actions of the Filipinos themselves 
make it necessary; on the contrary, a gradual ex- 
tension of further autonomy until the time comes 
for complete autonomy.” : 

If these recommendations represent the wisdom 
of Mr. Thompson's report the President might 
have saved the expense of the trip by merely re- 
calling former Gov. Harrison from wherever he is 
and sending him to take Gen. Woof's place. The 
summary, which we trust does injustice to Mr. 
Thompson, suggests a Philippine policy which will 
give us the maximum of responsibility and the 
minimum of facilities for fulfilling it, a policy 
which would guarantee the greatest amount of 
vexation for us and the least amount of peace and 
progress for the islands. 

We shall await the publication of the report with 
interést in any case. The selection of Mr. Thomp- 
son to e@idvise the President upon the Philippines 
was something of a puzzie, but we trust it was not 
a misbap. 


AFRAID OF OUR MOVIES. 
The imperial conference in London has agreed 
to restrict the importation of films by tariffs and 
other regulations because, it is felt, too many 
American pictures are being shown in the British 
empire for, the — and spiritual welfare of 
the subjects. 

We suspect the mother country is more con- 
cerned about the matter than are the dominions. 
Our movies have advertised American goods 
throughout the empire, creating a market for 
American made rather than British made articles. 
The suspender manufacturers of Great Britain no 
doubt would make more money if American movie 
heroes wore suspenders. With preferential duties 
in their favor, the British manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles would have a better chance in the dominion 
market if our movies had not so effectively adver- 
tised the lines of our automobiles. American movies 
have given American industry a trade advantage 
which is beginning to compensate im a measure for 
British control of shipping and cable lines and 
priority in the field of international trade. The 
actual valye of the films themselves as items in 
international trade is relatively unimportant. Last 
year the total] value of movies exported from the 
United States to all foreign countries was less than 
$9,000,000. 

We can understand why the political leaders in 
London fear the influence of our. pictures. Our 
farmers are relatively prosperous; our villagers live 
in the great world and enjoy comforts and conven- 
ilences which must arouse the envy of their British

RELAX FOR CRAMPS 
WHILE SWIMMING. 


NORTHWESTERN student writes: 
A Your recent article hardly did 
enough credit to the Swedish ‘peo- 

ple for the splendid new steps they 

have taken in the sport of swimming. 
The real value of such a step can only 
be realized by those who are well ac- 
quainted with the sport, its advantages, 


and the immense number of drownings 


that occur all over the country every 
year. 


The requirement that all university 
graduates and athletes be able to swim 
is not umreasonable, for under good 
coaching it is often a matter of only a 
few weeks before the pupil can propel 
himself in the water; after that is accom- 
plished the work is interesting rather 
than tedious in the learning of new 
strokes, life saving methods, and the re- 
sponsibility of caring for another life 
in the water besides one’s own. 

In many ef the American universities: 
and in boys’ and girls’ camps life savfng 
methods are taught. The tests require 
that a pupil dive for a ten pound weight, 
know the various carries used in bring- 
ing a drowned person to shore, the 
breaks used in breaking the grip of the 
drowning one wherever he may take 
hold, “ dolphin diving,” which is an aid 
in searching for the body, the Shafer 
method of resuscitation (which a thirteen 
year old Chicago girl used pe gglooe on 
one of the beaches to save a life), and 
the completé care of the drowned person 
after he is brought to. The pupil must 
also undress himself in the water. 


There have been many unnecessary 
deaths caused by cramps. Some of the 
best swimmers have gone down with 
a siege of cramps, usually tn the stomach. 
There is no need to drown from cramps, 
if the swimmer only knows how to propel 
himself. Upon feeling a cramp coming 
on the victim usually becomes terrified 
and loses all confidence in himself, whéch 
results in his\own death, whereas if he 
were calm and cool he could completely 
relax his stomach muscles, keeping him- 
self afloat with his limbs, even with his 
arths alone, and before long the cramp 
would disappear. I don’t know about 
other universities, but at Northwestern ~ 
the pupil must’ swim with both hands 
extended in. the air and in all ways possi- 
ble in which he does not use his entire

body. The main thing to remember when 
you have a cramp is that relaxation In 


the affected part is necessary, and if 


given a little+time the cramp will go 
away. 

When you see an American Red Cross 
life saving badge on a swimmer’s suit 
you know that he is capable of taking 
care of any one in distress in the water, 
and the more badges on swimmers’ suits 
the fewer deaths by drowning. If 
Sweden can keep pace with America in 
this matter, she will have an accomplish- 
ment of which to be proud. 


REPLY. 

The outen of great interest about this 
letter is what is said about cramps. 
Panic is responsible for most of the 
fatalities which follow, cramps while 
swimming. If the swimmer will merely 
keep his head above water and remain 
calm, the cramp will pass away in a 
short time. Keeping the head, but par- 
ticularly the nose, out of water is simple 
for the man who remains calm. 

However, cramps as an explanation of 
fatalities among swimmers has been very 
much overworked. The effect of cold on 
his skin nerve, endings does increase the 
tendency to cramping somé@what. But 
{t is not correct to charge to cramps 
deaths due to fainting, dilatation of the 
heart, anginal attacks, heart disease, 
apoplexy, and other causes which happen 
to occur while the party is in the water. 
Water is an unnatural medium for man, 
and anything which causes loss of con- 
sciousness is liable indirectly to cause
